2. R. Bcardman of Wisconsin 


Point* Which Hli Attorneys Expect 


to Prove by Evidence 


Washington, 'D. C., Sept. 24.—The 


day's session of the Schley court of 
inquiry wa« by far the most Interest- 
Ing of any since the taking of testi- 
mony was begun. Frequent mention 
was made of Admiral Sampson, and 
as a result counsel on both sides en- 
gaged in more than one lively con- 
troversy. Counsel for Schley practi- 
cally outlined some of the things they 
expected to'prove to Justify the course 
of their client. One thing that they 
said they wanted to prove was that 
Sampson was not In the battle at San- 
tiago, and that the responsibility of 
fighting it was thrust upon Schley. Ac- 
cording to their representations to the 
court they Intend also to show that If 
Sampson'b blockade was good, then 
so was Schley's, for the reason that 
they-were of the same character and

slielves high, would be double and 
would have table taps on which tho 
. public could place the booUs while 


examining them. 


At the same time no person would 


be cut of the sight of tne librarian. 
In the original plans If the 
people 


were admitted to the shelves, the 
librarian's back would necessarily be 
turned to them whllo -waiting on the 
people at the dask. 
A large number 


of these stacks could be used and 
the book capacity of tho library could 
be greatly Increased. 
Mr. Skavlem 


has figured en the original plans and 
holds that they do not give any more 
room for books than the 'present lib- 
rary does. 


The First Floor 


The first floor Is to have ono. en- 


tiance on South First street and two 
entrances on Park street. 
An en- 


trance near, the north side of 
tho 


building on Park street gives admis- 
sion to a large auditorium, 40xGO, di- 
rectly under the children's rooms. The 
Park street entrance leads to a hall- 
way which connects with a hall run- 
ning north and south through the 
building, with the exception of the au- 
ditorium. 
East of this hallway, along 
the 


'front cf the building arc-two 
club 


rooms, one 26x26, and the other 14x32, 
a director'^ room, 20x26, and a general 
utility room for library, work. 
This 


last named room Is directly beneath 
the librarian's room on the floor above 
and a stairway connects the two. 


On the west of the hall are a club 


room and art hall, -26x36, a room for 
public documents,. 24x26, which con 


• nects with 'the general library above 
by a stairway and a Janitor's 
room 


.which- would contain the heating appa- 
ratus. 


To Illustrate the desirability of his 


plans ever those of Mr. Jennings Mr. 
Skavlem has compiled the following 
parallel tables .giving the'-floor space 
In the two buildings which is used 
for library purposes. 


An Imposing Structure 


This does net take Into account the 


janitor's room, the public' document's 
. room or the library work on the first 
floor. 
• Mr. Skavlem also holds that In 
height his proposed ono story building 
•will be as Imposing, If built In classic 
style an the two story building. 
In 


tho, original plans the basement Is 
10 feet high, the first floor fifteen feet 
and the second floor thirteen 
feet; 


which, allowing one for each of the 
floors, would make the building, with- 
out the ornamental roofing, forty feet 
high. 


In these sugestcd plans the build- 


ing, will be two feet above Park street, 
the'first floor.fourteen feet'high, and 
tho second floor seventeen feet eight 
inches higher than the present lib- 
rary rcom, which with tho one foot 
for floor would make the building thir- 
ty-four feet high. 
Mr Skavlem holds 
that three feet could be easily added 
and that the building Instead of being 
squatty, would be so near the height 


• of the proposed building that thero 


•would be no-visible difference to the 
casual observer. 


Many of the finest libraries-In the 


country are one story buildings. Mr. 
Skavlem. feeling that the public Is 
vitally Interested; would be pleased 
to have any one who tafccs an Inter- 
est, confer with him and give him their 
ideas on the subject. Several contrac- 
tors have told him that tho build- 
ing he proposes can bo built within 
the appropriation.
